Washington, April , ST/— RuRBla'g d» 
mands In Manchuria and their effect 
on American intereets were the sub* 
Ject of a waltnnc^ Sundajr afternoon 
bittreen UeMmrf Hay and Oottnt 
CasBini, the Russian ambassador, 
which occurred at Secretary Hay's 
house and lasted fur nearly an hour. 
It is denied that the ambassador 
brought official advices from his gov- 
ernment, but tbe taet that be is stiii 
•uSeriag from an attack of lumbago 
which has confined him to tho embassy 
for several weeks la evidence of the 
urgency of the call. 

Steps already have been talcen by 
tbe state department to ascertain the 
tm* Inwardness of Russia's latest 
more. Ambassador McCormick, at St. 
Petersburg, has been Instructed by 
cable to present to the Russian for- 
eign office a note which while diplo- 
matically known as one of Inquiry, is 
in substance ^ a strong protest against 
Russia's demands. Cabled instruc- 
tions also have been sent to Minister 
Conger at I'cttliig to express to the 
Chinese authorities the dissatisfaction 
of tbe United States with Russia's de^ 
mands and onr bop* tbat China wlU 
not accede to tbem. No answers bare 
yet been received to either note, 
though unc^cial assurances are still 
reaching the department that Ameri- 
can mterests in Manchuria will be pro- 
tected. In the department's note, 
which Ambassador McConnick prob- 
ably has presented, Russia's attention 
is called u> ilu' a-; nninces wblch re- 
peatedly have beeu given the United 
States relative to tbe preservation of 
tlie integrity of China and tbe cod- 
tlnnance of tbe open door policy. Rus- 
sia also is reminded of the severe 
blow to American trade which must 
follow the granting of the first two 
demands, that no more ports or towns 
in Manchuria be opened and that no 
additional foreign ctmsuls be ad- 
mitted. 

Russia's reason tor contending for a 
closed door in Manchuria is the claim 
that the open door is not a commercial 
but a political question. She contin- 
ues to assure tbe United States that 
in some way tbis country's interests 
will be protected in Manchuria. The 
point is made tbat as the Manchurian 
demands are still in negotiation be- 
tween St. Petersburg and Peking the 
United States can not expect tliat Rus- 
sia make concessions until tbe fate of 
her demands has been determined. 
When China has acicded to all of 
these demands It is suggested that a 
trade agreement of some sort can be 
reached between this country and Rus- 
sia wbicb will protect oar trade inter- 
ests. 

Appreciating the fact that the Inter- 
ests of this country in Manchuria are 
tbose of trade and not territory, Rus- 
sia, it is stated, is disposed to make 
certain trade concessions to tbe Unit- 
ed States In Manchuria at tbe proper 
time.

HANGED TO A TREE. 

Colored Mftn, Charged With At* 
tempted Assanlt, Lynched by » 
Hob Near Santa Fe^m. 



THE BODY RIDDLED WITH BULLETS 



The Whites Then Charged Down Upon 
s Settlement of Negroes sad S 
Race Blot Followed, 



Many Colored People Were Shot and 
Wounded— The Tents in Which 
They Were Dwelling Were 
Destroyed By Flrsb 

Thebes, 111., April 27. — An unknown 
Negro, aged about 17 years, was lynch- 
ed by a mob of angry farmers near the 
village of Santa Fe Sunday afternoon 
for attempting to aaaault the 10-year 
old daughter of Farmer Branson Davla. 

Branson Davis lives one-half mile 
east of Sante Fe, a small village near 
here. While his 10-y«ar-old daughter 
was In the barn-yard Sunday, the Ne- 
gro accosted her. She ran, but he 
seized her and her scii ains brought her 
mother to the res. !> l he .Negro fled. 
Officers were notified, and were soon 
in pursuit. News of the assault speed- 
ily spread among the nelshborlng farm- 
ers, and resulted in ai; angry mob 
starting in search of the as^^ailant. 

Tho Negro was meanwhile captured 
by officers and was being brought to 
Santa Fe when the mob of farmers was 
met. A s< rimmage resulted, during 
which the farmers secured the Negro. 
He confessed to tbe crime, but begged 
for mercy. Without a word the mob 
started with the prisoner toward the 
new bridge being constructed across 
the Mississippi, where he was hanged 
to an oak tree, without ceremony or 
delay. After tbe body dangled in the 
air a few moments it was riddled with 
bullets. 

The officers endeavored to disperse 
the mob, but their efforts were unavail- 
ing. 

A rush was made for a colony of 
several hundred Negroes employed on 
bridge construction work and living in 
tents near the bridge. The Negroes 
saw the mob coming and opened fire. 
A fusilade followed and the whites 
flred with effect as many of the Ne- 
groes were shot down. None of tbe 
mob was Injured, and it Is not known 
bow seriously tbe Negroes were wound- 
ed. The mob pressed forward notwith- 
standing the steady Are until the Ne- 
groes turned and fled toward a nearby 
wood, taking their wounded wltb tbem. 
Tbe mob then fell upon the tents and 
burned them. After aKomplishing a 
general work of destruction, the mob 
dispersed. Extra police were sworn 
In, and Sunday night the village was 
under beavy guard. Excitement is in- 
tense.

The Amerieao ProteetiYe 
Tariff League Jefeated the Cuban reci- 
procity leKialation of the first session of 
the Fifty-aeventb Oongreaa, emaaculated 
theCuban reciprority treaty ratified at the 
last session, and will atteuipt at the next 
session to farther negative that treaty. It 
haa tbus far prevented the ratification of 
the reciprocity treaties negotiated by Mr. 
K asBon. It has combatted the "Iowa idea" 
BO lucceaafally that Preaident Booaevelt, 
who Btarted oat with a declaration that 
he would "stand pat" on the McKinley 
policies, which included reciprocity, has 
BOW conoloded to "atand pat" with the 
hiuh tariff faction of hia party. This 
league has a membership of 1,000 includ- 
ing some of the moat prominent mann- 
facturera of iron, ateel, cotton goods, 
woolen goods, cutlery, Yanliee notions, 
leather goods, hosiery, glovea, Ytnilah, 
aiika, etc., in the entire conntry. 

The 1,000 members pay in yeare when 
important elections are on, a luinimum 
annual aaaeaament of $100 each. This 
minimum fond of $100,000 ia awelled by 
additional contributions as the occasion 
demands.
